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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Price  trends  on  slaughter  steers  and  heif- 
ers were  steady  to  500  lower  at  midwest  termi- 
nals following  similar  downturns  the  preced- 
ing week  which  followed  5  consecutive  weeks 
of  higher  prices.  Slaughter  cows  were  steady 
to  500  lower.  Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  were  generally  fully  steady.  Barrows 
and  gilts  sold  weak  to  25 0  lower  at  most 
points.  Spring  slaughter  lambs  steady  to  $1.00 
lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTIE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  followed  the  trend  of  the 
previous  week  and  sold  steady  to  500  lower  at 
most  midwest  terminals.  Cows  were  generally 
steady  to  500  lower  but  were  25-500  higher  at 
Omaha  and  were  strong  to  500  higher  at  St.  Jo- 
seph and  Kansas  City.  Bulls  were  fully  steady 
and  vealers  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  both  St. 
Paul  and  St.  Louis.  Steer  and  heifer  beef 
prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  major 
centers  and  this  proved  to  be  the  major  bear- 
ish factor  in  the  steer  and  heifer  trade.  Both 
steers  and  heifers  continued  to  sell  within  a 
very  narrow  price  spread.  Weight  continued  to 
be  a  price  determining  factor  at  most  points 
but  not  nearly  so  much  as  it  was  several  weeks 
earlier.  Discrimination  continued  against  steers 
over  1400#  while  in  most  cases,  those  in  the 
1200-1300//  range  sold  in  the  same  general 
range  as  weights  1100#  down.  Good  and  Choice 
slaughter  steers  and  heifers  predominating  in 
receipts.  Supplies  of  slaughter  cows  con- 
tinued rather  small  and  this  factor  partly  off- 
set the  bearish  influence  of  a  general  de- 
cline in  cow  beef  at  major  meat  centers. 

Bulk  of  the  Good  and  Choice  steers  sold 
from  $22.00-24.50  with  most  Choice  from  $23.00- 
24.25.  High-Choice  and  Prime  steers  sold  at 
$24.25-25.00  at  most  points  and  from  $25.00- 
25.50  at  Chicago  where  several  loads  Prime 
brought  $25.75-26.00.  Choice  1700#  steers  sold 
down  to  $22.50  in  Chicago.  High-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers  brought  $23.50- 
24.00  while  Choice  bulked  at  $22.50-23.75.  Good 
heifers  sold  at  $21.00-22.50.  Utility  and 
Commercial  cows  moved  at  $15.00-17.50,  Canner 
and  Cutter  at  $13.50-15.75. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
There  was  moderate  increase  in  marketings  of 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves,  however, 
supplies  were  not  burdensome.  Receipts  of 
stockers  and  feeders  accounted  for  42  percent 
of  the  run  at  Kansas  City  and  32  percent  at 
Sioux  City.  In  many  grazing  areas  of  the  south- 
west and  western  plains  good  pasture  conditions 
influenced  producers  to  hold  cattle  that  ordi- 
narily would  have  moved  to  market.  Overall 
quality  continued  to  improve  somewhat,  although 
cattle  grading  average-Choice  to  Fancy  remained 
scarce.  Stocker  and  feeder  buyers  were  fairly 


aggressive  and  purchased  moderate  numbers  of 
the  fleshy  800-1050;/  two-way  steers.  Prices 
remained  on  a  steady  basis  at  most  markets 
although  stock  steers  and  heifers  were  strong 
to  250  higher  at  Omaha. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050$  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $21.50-24.50,   including  Good  and 
Choice  878//  $23.00.  A  few  loads  Choice  810- 
843,/  sold  from  $24.75-25.00.  Medium  and  low- 
Good  brought  $19.00-22.00,   including  Medium 
825#  dairy  breeds  at  $19.00.  A  few  loads 
Choice  575-660?  stock  steers  cashed  at  $26.25- 
26.50,  most  Good  and  Choice  500-750#  stockers 
$23.00-26.00,  Medium  and  low-Good  $20.00- 
23.50,  few  Common  $18.00-19.50.  At  Sioux  City 
130  head  string  Choice  487-637#  reputation 
stock  heifers  sold  from  $26.00-27.00.  Most 
Good  and  Choice  stocker  and  feeder  heifers 
moved  from  $21.25-25.00,  including  Good  795# 
at  $21.25.  At  Denver  few  loads  825-850#  heif- 
ers in  high-Good  slaughter  flesh  sold  on  short 
term  feeder  account  at  $22.00-22.75.  Medium 
and  low-Good  heifers  $18.00-21.50.  Good  and 
Choice  stock  steer  calves  ranged  $24.50-28.50. 
Several  loads  Choice  200-450#  $29.00-32.00,  in- 
cluding Choice  297#  $32.00.  Good  and  Choice 
stock  heifer  calves  brought  $22.00-26.50, 
couple  loads  Choice  290-380/  $27.00-28.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  There  was  a 
slight  bulge  in  marketings  of  hogs  at  leading 
midwest  centers,  the  increase  at  the  12  markets 
measuring  around  10  percent  compared  with  the 
previous  week,  however,  receipts  were  5   per- 
cent under  a  year  ago.  Mixed  No.  1,  2  and  3, 
200-260//  barrows  and  gilts  comprised  bulk  of 
receipts.  Sows  showed  a  slight  dip  from  a  week 
earlier  comprising  24  percent  at  Sioux  City 
and  Omaha,  21  percent  St.  Paul  and  making  up 
17  percent  of  the  8-market  total.  Prices  gener- 
ally moved  over  a  rather  uneven  course  although 
changes  were  not  of  sharp  dimensions.  A  sub- 
stantial rally  at  some  markets  on  Friday  helped 
erase  much  of  the  earlier  declines.  As  a  rule 
barrows  and  gilts  were  weak  to  250  lower, 
although  prices  at  St.  Joseph  and  Kansas  City 
declined  500  in  extremes.  Sioux  City  had  the 
sharpest  decline  of  the  week,  prices  ranging 
25-750  lower.  Major  packers  continued  bearish 
position,  resulting  in  shippers  getting  a 
sizeable  percentage  of  supplies.  At  St.  Joseph 
shippers  took  48  percent  of  marketings  and  39 
percent  at  Kansas  City.  Sow  prices  showed  more 
stability  than  barrows  and  gilts  and  averaged 
pteaiy.  The  wide  spread  in  prices  for  sows  con- 
tinued whereas  barrows  and  gilts  continued  to 
sell  within  a  narrow  margin. 

On  Friday,  U.  S.  No.  1-3,  190-260# 
barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $18.25-18.75.  U.  S. 
1-2,  190-240,?  $18.75-19.00,  instances  $19.25. 
Most  U.  S.  1-3,  300-400#  sows  sold  $15.50-17.50, 
400-55Q?  $13.75-15.50,  while  U.  S.  1  and  2 
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250-300V  sows  brought  $17.50-17.75. 

Steady  prices  prevailed  for  feeder  pips, 
Good  and  Choice  140-170/  weiphts  at  Sioux  City 
$15.50-16.00,  and  at  South  St.  Paul  130-160? 
feeders  brought  $16.50-17.00. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  281,000  head, 
a  slight  increase  over  the  preceding  week  and  a 
small  decrease  when  compared  with  a  year  ago. 
Barrows  and  gilts  200-230//  made  up  the  bulk 
of  supplies  and  sows  were  estimated  about  14 
percent  of  receipts.  Marketings  were  fairly 
liberal  early  in  the  week  and  prices  weakened 
but  the  movement  slowed  late  in  the  period  and 
prices  regained  most  of  the  early  decline. 
Prices  for  barrows  and  gilts  were  mainly  steady 
to  10/  Tower,   instances  25/  off,  while  sows 
held  fully  steady.  On  Friday,  mixed  No.  1-3 
200-240$  butchers  sold  from  $17.50-18.15  with 
a  limited  volume  No.  1  and  2  $17.75-18.50.  No. 
1-3  270-400/  sows  brought  $14. 50-16. 75;  400- 
550$  $12.60-14.75. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  totaled  85,600  compared  with  88,900 
the  previous  week  and  88,800  a  year  ago.  Spring 
slaughter  lambs  made  up  the  bulk  of  receipts 
and  around  30  percent  of  the  lamb  supply  at 
Denver  went  on  feeder  account.  Slow  trading 
and  lower  prices  on  dressed  lamb  continued  to 
have  a  bearish  influence  on  the  live  market  and 
declines  were  recorded  for  the  second  consecu- 
tive week.  Spring  slaughter  lambs  were  steady 
to  $1.00  lower  with  much  of  trade  50/  off; 
slaughter  ewes  were  mainly  steady  with  instances 
50/  higher.  Spring  feeder  lambs  sold  moder- 
ately active  at  steady  to  strong  prices  and  were 
50-75/  higher  at  Denver. 

Choice  and  Prime  80-115$  spring  slaughter 
lambs  sold  at  $17.50-18.50  at  most  markets,  but 
bulked  from  $18.50-19.50  at  Denver  and  Chicago. 
Good  and  Choice  lambs  cleared  at  $15.00-17.50. 
A  limited  volume  of  Choice  and  Prime  80-102,/ 
shorn  spring  lambs  with  No.  1  and  2  pelts  moved 
at  $16.00-17.75  and  up  to  $19.00  in  Chicago. 
Good  to  Choice  No.  1-3  pelt  lambs  sold  from 
$14.50-15.75.  Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter 
ewes  brought  $2.00-5.25. 

Good  and  Choice  50-86$  spring  feeder  lambs 
sold  from  $12.00-14.50  and  some  Choice  and 
Fancy  lambs  sold  at  $15.00-16.00  at  a  few 
markets. 

Receipts  within  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern 
Minnesota  area  during  the  week  totaled  approx- 
imately 14,100  head  about  60  percent  more  than 
the  previous  week  but  20  percent  less  than 
year  ago.  Spring  slaughter  lambs  closed  steady 
to  weak  with  instances  50/  lower,  other  slaugh- 
ter classes  mainly  steady. 

Choice  and  Prime,  mostly  Choice,  80-105,/ 
spring  slaughter  lambs  delivered  to  packing 
plants  brought  $16.50-17.00  late  with  a  few 
high-yielding  lambs  $17.25  in  a  section  or  so. 
Good  to  Choice  lambs  went  at  $14.00-16.00.  Cull 
to  Good  shorn  slaughter  ewes  sold  mainly  from 
$2.00-3.50.

BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 
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Demand  continued  pood  for  greasy  domestic 
combing  wools  in  the  Boston  market  as  approxi- 
mately 11  cars  were  sold,  but  trading  was  some- 
what limited  due  to  the  scarcity  of  offerings. 
Prices  for  all  classes  of  wools  held  steady. 
Trade  in  woolen  wools  continued  about  the  same 
as  last  week  at  firm  prices.   Interest  continued 
in  scoured  56/58s  pulled  wools  of  domestic  and 
foreign  origin.   Turnover  in  noils  was  slow  with 
prices  unchanged  in  all  markets.  Activity  in 
the  fleece  and  territory  States  had  slowed  with 
interest  centered  on  the  sale  of  fall  wools  held 
at  Uvalde,  Texas. 

Dealers  in  the  Boston  market  were  awaiting 
the  opening  auctions  at  Sydney  and  Melbourne, 
Australia  on  Monday,  August  28.  In  South  Africa 
the  opening  sale  will  be  held  at  Port  Elizabeth 
on  Friday,  September  1.  Little  was  done  in 
South  America  and  the  New  Zealand  markets  re- 
mained closed. 

Fleece  Woola  -  Graded  64s  average  French 
combing  fleece  wool  sold  at  $1.16  clean  basis 
while  graded  56/58 s  staple  and  good  French  comb- 
ing fleeces  ranged  between  $1.06-1.10  and  graded 
50/54s  staple  and  good  French  moved  around  $1.05. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  average  French 
combing  territory  wool  brought  $1.16  clean  basis 
while  graded  60/62s  good  French  combing  and 
staple  California  wool  sold  at  $1.16  and  original 
bag  territory  bulk  fine  good  French  and  staple 
brought  around  $1.16-1.17.  Original  bag  half- 
blood  with  some  three-eighths  sold  around  $1.14- 
1.15,  clean  basis. 

Texas  Wools  -  Fall  Texas  ewes  wool  sold  at 
a  sealed  bid  sale  mostly  between  40-43/  to  the 
warehouse,  while  some  defective  fall  wool  sold 
under  40/  in  the  grease.  Fall  lambs  wool  brought 
44-45/  grease  basis  to  the  warehouse. 

Mohair  -  Small  lots  of  fall  mohair  sold  at 
81^  for  adult  and  $1.11^  for  kid  to  the  ware- 
house.  There  was  a  good  demand  from  overseas 
buyers.   In  the  3oston  market  there  was  a  demand 
for  24s  mohair  tops  for  worsted  consumption. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Spot  foreign  wools  were 
slow.  There  were  occasional  sales  of  Buenos 
Aires  Nov.  36/40s  second  clips  around  78-79/ 
clean  fibers  present  for  shipment.   Cabled 
reports  at  week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools 
converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and 
short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

veal  steady  to  $4.00  higher  with  prices  at  New  . 
York  fully  $2.00-4.00  higher  and  calf  fully 
$2.00  higher  at  that  market;  spring  lamb  mostly 
steady  but  declines  of  $1.00-3.00  at  Philadelphia 
and  some  sales  500  lower  at  Washington;  pork 
loins  at  New  York  mostly  steady,  instances  $1.00 
higher  and  steady  to  $2.00  lower  at  other  mar- 
kets; Boston  butts  steady  to  $2.00  lower;  fresh 
skinned  hams  $1.00-5.00  higher  and  spareribs 
steady  to  $1.50  higher. 

Prices  were  steady  to  $1.00  lower  for 
kosher  steer  beef  and  lamb.  The  trend  for  veal 
and  calf  was  $2.00-5.00  up,  major  portion  $3.00 
higher. 

Supplies  of  steer  beef  were  normal  and  cow 
beef  mostly  moderate;  veal  and  spring  lamb  moder- 
ate to  normal;  pork  cuts  were  moderately  shown. 
Demand  was  generally  good  for  fresh  meats  and 
clearance  fairiy  complete  at  the  several  markets. 
Early  trade  for  pork  was  mostly  slow,  but  chain 
buyers  were  active  after  mid-period  and  absorbed 
bulk  available.  Veal  moved  promptly  with  most 
outlets  active  while  beef  rounds,  ribs  and  hinds 
outsold  chucks  and  carcass  movement  was  normal. 
Some  chucks  sold  500  lower  at  the  close  in  New 
York,  mostly  clean-up  deals.  Lamb  turnover  was 
moderately  active  with  outlet  fairly  well  bal- 
anced for  carcasses  and  cuts. 

CHICAGO  -  Steer  and  heifer  beef  sold  500- 
$1.00  lower,  veal  $1.00-1.50  higher,  spring 
lamb  $1.50-2.00  lower,  pork  loins  and  spareribs 
steady,  Boston  butts  500  higher. 

Veal  supply  small  but  other  fresh  meat 
offerings  were  generally  normal.  Choice  grade 
most  plentiful  in  the  beef  division  and  the 
largest  percentage  spring  lamb  weighed  55#  down. 

Trading  was  generally  slow  on  carcass  beef. 
Arm  and  squarecut  beef  chucks  continued  slow, 
with  declines  of  $4.00-4.50  recorded  the  past 
two  weeks.  Rounds,  ribs  and  loins  had  adequate 
outlets.  Veal  turned  upward  again  on  the  basis 
of  small  supplies.  Spring  lamb  slow  to  only 
moderately  active  at  midweek.  Stews,  shoulders 
and  ribs  outsold  hindsaddle  cuts  as  most  in- 
terests preferred  the  cheaper  cuts.  A  moderate 
demand  prevailed  for  fresh  pork  after  the 
initial  session.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 
JULY   1961 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North  Central 
States  during  July  1961  totaled  258  thousand  head,  up  4  percent  from  the  249  thousand 
head  shipped  in  July  last  year.  Of  the  total  cattle  and  calves  received  in  these  8 
States  during  the  month,  117  thousand  moved  through  public  stockyards  and  nearly  141 
thousand  were  received  direct.  The  direct  movement  was  54  percent  of  the  total  this 
July  compared  with  49  percent  a  year  earlier.   Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  these 
States  during  January-July  1961  totaled  2,432  thousand  head,  up  13  percent  from  the 
January-July  1960  total. 

July  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8  North  Central 
States  amounted  to  201  thousand  head,  compared  with  190  thousand  head  during  July 
last  year — an  increase  of  6  percent.  Of  the  total  received  during  July,  63  thousand 
came  through  public  markets  and  138  thousand  were  received  direct.  A  total  of  1,137 
thousand  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  were  shipped  into  these  8  States 
during  January-July  1961,  down  11  percent  from  the  total  for  January-July  1960.

SUMMARY 

A  rather  modest  gain  in  cattle  and  calves  is  anticipated  this  year,  probably 
about  1  million  more  than  the  record  97.1  million  head  that  were  in  inventories  on 
January  1,  1961.  A  calf  crop  of  39,658,000  head  is  expected,  1  percent  above  1960 
and  the  largest  since  1957. 

During  the  last  3  years  cattle  numbers  have  increased  6.5  percent;  population 
has  gained  5.1  percent.  Beef  production  has  increased  14  percent.  As  a  result,  per 
capita  consumption  of  beef  has  gone  up  from  BO. 5  pounds  in  1958  to  an  estimated  86 
pounds  in  1961. 

Cattle  feeding  this  fall  and  winter  is  expected  to  continue  large  and  probably 
close  to  year  ago  levels.  The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  July  1  was  2  per- 
cent larger  than  in  July  1960.  Cattle  feeders  reported  intentions  to  market  57  per- 
cent of  the  July  1  inventory  during  July,  August  and  September.  Third  ouarter 
marketings  of  fed  cattle  are  expected  to  be  about  3  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 

Number  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  commercial  plants  was  up  about  3  percent  and 
number  of  calves  slaughtered  was  down  about  3  percent  during  the  first  7  months  of 
1961  compared  with  the  same  period  in  1960.  But  the  increased  weight  of  animals 
slaughtered  thus  far  this  year  resulted  in  a  5  percent  gain  in  beef.  Cow  slaughter 
under  Federal  inspection  January  to  June  was  5  percent  smaller. 

The  extent  and  severity  of  the  current  drought  in  the  west  is  an  important 
factor  shaping  the  outlook  for  cattle  the  rest  of  this  year.  Shortages  of  roughage 
in  drought  areas  will  tend  to  limit  expansion  or  even  reduce  breeding  herds,  and  may 
restrict  carryover  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Dressed  carcass  weights  of  cattle  (Fl)  in  the  first  half  of  1961  averaged  9 
pounds  above  last  year.  Live  weights  at  slaughter  were  also  heavy,  up  7  pounds  from 
the  same  months  last  year. 

Fed  cattle  prices  this  fall  are  expected  to  average  slightly  lower  than  a 
year  earlier.  They  have  shown  more  of  a  decline  during  the  first  half  of  1961  than 
other  classes,  due  mainly  to  the  gain  in  beef  output. 

Barring  an  unexpected  worsening  in  range  feed  conditions  in  the  west  due.  to 
the  drought,  a  seasonal  decline  in  feeder  cattle  prices  is  expected  this  fall.  During 
the  last  10  years  the  average  price  decline  for  Good,  500-800  pound,  feeder  steers  at 
Kansas  City  during  August  to  December  has  been  about  $1.50  per  100  pounds. 

Returns  over  costs  during  the  1960-61  feeding  season  in  a  typical  Corn  Belt 
feeding  operation  were  down  considerably  in  comparison  with  recent  years.  The  average 
return  per  steer  was  less  than  one-third  of  the  previous  5-year  average. 

Commercial  hog  slaughter  in  the  first  7  months  of  1961  was  6  percent  less  than 
in  1960.   In  January  and  February,  it  averaged  14  percent  below  1960,  but  since  then 
it  has  averaged  closer  to  a  year  ago.  Slaughter  this  summer  on  a  weekly  basis  has 
been  averaging  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Slaughter  supplies  the  rest  of  this 
summer  and  fall  will  come  mainly  from  the  7  percent  larger  spring  pig  crop.  Therefore, 
hog  slaughter  will  probably  edge  ahead  of  1960  rates  in  coming  weeks  and  then  continue 
gibove  a  year  earlier  this  fall.  Hog  prices  which  have  been  at  1960  levels  this  summer, 
will  decline  seasonally  and  be  below  last  fall's  prices. 

The  1961  lamb  crop  will  probably  total  21,532,000  head,  1  percent  larger  than 
the  1960  crop  and  10  percent  above  the  1950-59  average.  Commercial  slaughter  of  sheep 
and  lambs  was  12  percent  larger  the  first  7  months  compared  with  last  year.  Slaughter 
for  the  year  will  probably  be  large  enough  to  reduce  numbers  on  hand  next  January  be- 
low January  1,  1961,  inventories. 

The  slaughter  of  an  unusually  large  part  of  the  January  1  ewe  lamb  inventories 
could  result  in  a  reduction  in  breed  ewes  next  year.  If  this  happens,  slaughter 
supplies  would  be  lowered  for  several  years.
